The Morgue is an udmiraijlo institu- 
tion, and has repeatedly rendered the 
greatest service.s in brini^in;; clews to 
light lor tile detection oi crimes. All 
bodies recovered from the Seine, and 
the bodies of all persons who liave met 
with violent deaths niy>terIotis|y, are 
conveyed to it and expcised tor pubhc 
view behind a glass screen. Wnen a 
body cannot be identitied it is jihoto- 
graphed, and a portrait of it remains on 
view at the Morgue for months an<l 
months after it ha-« been buried. The 
clothes found on the body are also ex- 
hibited, and thus it often happens that 
a long time after a man has disappeared, 
8omel)ody, recofrni/ing his photogi-aph 
or apparel, is enabled to ifive evidence 
by which the causes of bis death are at 
length ascertaine l. It must be added 
that whenevi r there is a mysterious dii- 
appearauce iu Paris, those who are In- 
terested in the missing ])t>rson go, as a 
matter of cotirse, to the Moi'gne, to see 
if the body is not there. A continual 
stream of men, women and even chil- 
dren passes through this building all dlQf 
(the guardians having orders to discou.v 
age no one from entering), nor i»« tM' 
demeanor of the crowds wno go to rltfiT' 
the dead bodies, whether from curiosity 
or more serious motives, otherwise tiiau 
decorons.— Z0fi;f<?9 .

The state troops lately ordered on duty 
at Catlettsburg, comprising the Cmmet 
Rifles, of this city; the Blackburn Guards, 
of Midway; the Nuckols Guards and Mc- 
creary Guards of Frankfort, the Lexing- 
ton Guards, and the Louisville Light Ar- 
tillery and companies C. and D. of the 
Louisville Legion, arrived by the steamer 
Granite State at fifteen minutes after one 
o'clock this morning, having in charge 
Keal and Craft, the Ashland' murderers, 
who had been granted a change of venue 
to Carter county, the trial to take place at 
the re<;ular term of (be ciccuit court in 
February, 

The change of .venue was granted by 
the Boyd circuit coc^t on Tuesday morn- 
ing. A great deal of dissatiifatctlon was 
shown at this action of the conrt and it 
became very manifest that serious trouble 
was browing. At nij^'ht Mi»j<»r Allen, the 
commander of the troops, ordered out a 
force of thirty scouts who scoured the 
neighborhood all night. He also pat on 
duty a double guard and ordered the en- 
tire command to sleep upon their arms. 
They were aroused three times daring the 
night by false alarms. 

The next morning (Wednes biy ' a large 
crowd (gathered into Catlettsbur::, and 
at every turn the troops were insulted and 
rudely treated. It was ascertained about 
eight or nine o'clock, that a part of tbe 
Lexington and Big Sandy RaUroad traek 
had been torn up to prevent the departure 
of .the command with the prisoners by that 
route. Major Allen, therefore, determined 
to go buck to Lexin;j;ton by way of the 
river, by the Granite State which was ex- 
pected to arrive at.noon. 

At elfvenp'olock a guard stationed at the 
depot bought the ihformatton that an 
armed mob was coming in by rail from 
Ashland and fronton. Ohio, on three fiat 
cars and one passenger car. He ordered his 
men into line of batttle on two side streets 
leading to the river landing, and awaited 
tbe arrivaji of the oio&. The pan catpe in 
and'ocm&ibed a5oii)t'fifteen^hondred men 
araie<t with rifltii fbot gun* and pistols, 
and fOfitiied a straggling line ifrora the depot 
to a point about a hundred yards from 
Major Allen's command. They were atop- 
peil here by (he warning that tliey would 
be fired upon if they approached any 
nearer.' the leader of tbe rabbti» a€^||>ped 



1 to the fn^ut and was met by Major Allen. 
I He demanded the surrender of Neal and 
j Craft to the mob with the declaration that 
it was the intention to haog them. Major 
I Allen told the mob that the prisoners were 
' on (he Granite State, which bad arrived 
I l)y that time, and if the mob wanteil them 
they would have to g> there and take 
them, but any attempt to do so would be 
resisted and tbeill who tried to take them 
would do so al UiMt p#rO< She X«zington 
Guards and tbe Emmet Rifies were then 
ordered nearer the boat. The mob next 
made an attempt to close in upon the 
troops but were pro mptly warned to ap- 
proach no nearer. They kept their dis- 
tance. The Louisville Artillery was then 
ordered on the boat, and was followed by 
the other companies. It must be under- 
stood that during the parley repeated fie- 
mands had been made for the surrender of 
the prisoners, and the most <leterniiiied 
spirit exhibited to take them from the 
charge of the soldiers. As the troops were 
moving upon the boat Major Allen was 
informed by the leader of tbe mob that he 
" would catch bell at Ashland." 

All the troops having embarked upon 
the steamer it left the landing l»etween 
two or three o'clock, and steamed to the 
mouth of tlic Biu' Sandy river above Cat- 
lettsburg where it turne<l and headed 
down the stream. 

A short distance below Catlettsburg 
the mob whichh had taken the train again 
opened fire on the pteainer firing .scatter- 
ing'shots which was kept up to within a 
short distance of Ashland. The tire was 
not returned from the boat, tlie troops 
having been expressly commanded by 
>L\jor Allen not to fire until he had given 
the order to do so. 

At Aihland tl|$ fabble.seiied the ferry- 
boat and were in the stream when the 
Granite State arrived ready to intercept 
her. 

As tlie Granite State made no sign of 
stopping at the town the ferry boat w his- 
tled several times for her to do so, and 
when she kept upon her course tlie party 
on the ferryboat opened fire with small 
armrand one caution.' Six or seven of the 
State troops were slightly wounded by the 
fire from the ferryboat. While the tiring 

I was at its height Major Allen or.lered it 
to be returned. The Emmet Kiib-s. C<'iu- 

: panics C and D of the Louisville Legen, 
and the Light Artillery were stationed on 

I the boiler deck of the Granite State. Tbe 
Lexington guards, McCreary Guards, 
Nackols Guards and Blackburn Guards 
were on the hurricane deck. The onler Uj 
fire was responded to pion)i'tly ami con- 
tinued iL.r several minutes, something over 
a thoustand shota being fired. The pilot 
of the ferryboat was killed shortly after 
the shooting began and many others were 
o\^served to fall and are believed to ha\e 
been killed. The ferryboat having lost 
her pilot floated on down tlie river and 
the order to eease tiring was y;iven to the 
soldiers on the Granite State. The ferry- 
boat caught fire and it is believed to have 
sunk shortly after. 

Fearing trouble at Ironton, the boat did 
not land there and (he troops were kept 
under arms until the place had been 
passed. 

These are tbe ps^rticulars obtained from 
an eye witness and may be relied upon as 
accurate. It is certain the soldiers acted 
with cooiuesa,deliberatiuu uud forbearauce, 
and they have done no more thau their duty 
and done it in such a way as to command 
tli»iuU sf pseval^ef^thet sM aMthorilies, 
by whonrtbey were eatrasted withv the 
duty they have performed. The prison- 
era were taken to Ashlau'l, arraigned in 
court and safely returned to the Lexington 
jail, and all this in the face of an organised 
body ef miBn, numbering thottiiMdlll prob- 
ably, bent ^i^' ialEiat their llveer This 



has e'ital.'lislied the fact that Konttioky can 
ami will maintain tlie sii|>v.Mn;u\v of tht* 
law in all quarters of the commonwealth 
and under all circumstances. 

NOTES. 

Neal and Craft exhibited remarkable 
coolness during the whole trying time. 

Craft remarked to one of the soldiers 

that the reason the troops had escaped 
serious casual ity was "because they were 

guarding innn(>ent men." 

Large cro-.vd.s were en<>untered at (ireen- 
u|> and Riverton but no hostile demonstra- 
tion was made. 

It was expected the mob would follow 
the Granite State to Portsmouth by rail, 
and consequently the boat did not land 
there, and the troops were put under 
arms until the place had been passed. 

Neal and Craft said on the boat that 

they had no fear as long as they were in 
the custody "f the soldiers. They .s ii 1 the 
mii'o was ma'Je up of coWiuds who never 
light only when under the influence of 
liquor. 

An evidence of the bitter feeling at 
Catlettsburg was shown in the circum- 
stance of hanging the Governor in efRgy, 
which was done on Friilay night last 

week. 

The n.ob was m.ide up entirely of fur- 
nace men and miner.s. So far a.s known 
no prominent citizen of either Ashlanii or 
Catlettsbun; was connected with it. 

On the arrival of the troops at Maysville 
they were quartered with the prisoners at 
the court house until a special train could 
be made up. They left at six o'clock. 
^ The light artillery roM-.ini.y h-ft their 
cannon here to be sliipped to Louisville 
by river. 

Major John 11. Allen e.>c!ii!>iti».l thegreit* 
est coolness aud many soMietly (j'lalires 
that provoked the genei\d a.iiuii t <jii of 
the troops. He was firm, though kind aud 
corteous, at all times.
